A gentleman who is acquainted with the 
details of Governor Brown’s case, tells us 
that a great deal depends on the effect of the | 
senator's present vacation in the warm belt. 
He felt the liveliest uneasiness when Senator 
Brown left Washington, and has heard noth- 
ing yet of a definite character. It was his 
opinion that the senator’s lung was affected, 
and that unless the course of the trouble was 
checked by his present trip, it would be-

A REJECTION REVERSED. 


The Aetion of the Executive Session on Cooper's 
Numination. 

WasHincron, April 24.-+The entire time of 
the executive session of/the senate to-day— 
forty-five minutes—was ‘devoted to a further 
consideration of the nomination of J. NM 
Cooper, to be collector of internal revenue for 
the Sixth district of Nurth Carolina. Owing” 
to the fact that the republican senators per- 
mitted the passage of Mr. Vance’s resolution | 
on Friday last, calling for an investigation bf’ 
the collector of that district the North Caros. 
linasenators to-day did not offer any persistent 
Opposition to Cooper's confirmation. When 
the nomination was previously considered, 
the majority voted in fayor of rejection, but 
a motion tu reconsider the vote was admitted 
to-day. After debate, the motion to recon- 
sider the vote by which Coooper was rejected, 
was adopted, and the previous action was laid 
on thetable. A vote was then taken upon a 
motion that the nomination be confirmed. 
This motion was adopted by 22 ayes against 
18 nays, the republicans voting in the aftirm- 
ative and the demoerats in the negative, with 
the exception, of the North Carolina senators 
and others who refrained from voting.

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER BILL. 

The Mississippi riverim provement bill com- 
ing up as the regular order, Mr. Hampton ad- 
voeated the bill as -reperted, providing fur an 
appropriation of $6,000,000*for deepening the 
channel and improving:the’ navigation upon 
the plans of the river @€amftission. He 
hoped the,/pending amendments. would 
be withdr@wn, and thought the.  ex- 
penditure ~* proposed ‘by the bill 
sufficient to meet the present emergency, as 
all appropriations to brimg the riyer under 
control must necessarily be experimental. 
After discussing the merits of the ditferent 
plans of improvements, he referred to the 
changed condition by reason of which the 
people of the Missisissippi valley who, 
before the war, maintained a 
good system of levees, were 
now unable to protect their property from 
overflow. He mentioned in this connection 
the absence of that thoroughly trained and 
organized labor system prevailing in the val- 
ley in former years, the subsequent lessening 
of the area under cultivation, and the fact 
that the people had not now _ the 
money to keep up the levees. Mr. 
Bayard spoke of the difficulties in the way 
of intelligent legislation in the expenditures 
for the improvements to nayigation. These 
being in the nature of experiments, he would 
follow in the line of the recommendation 
made by the Mississippi river coimmission, 
as he believed that board to be one of ex- 
perts, and responsible for the recommenda- 
tions contained in their reports to congress. 
They had expressed the belief that the sum 
hamed in the bill was needed for the benefit 
of the-navigation of the river, and he hoped 
it would be voted, and would be judiciously 
expeuded, He would not vote toexceed that 
sui at the present session, Mr.

A SANGUINARY FIGHT.

San Francisco, April?24.—A dispateh from 
Lordsburg, New Mexico, says a’ fight took 
place yesterday afternoon at Horse Shoe 
canon between the Indians and Indian scouts 
and thetroops.

“Ge SBLAINE * 
BEFORE THE SHIPHERD IN 
GATING COMMITTEE 


xplains Kick 
Out Mec tidisbaltus Puipsteclty. As He After- 
ward Lid Figuratively— How the Peruvian 
Jobber Pleaded With the Secretary. 

Wasnixetos, April 24.—Ex-Secretary 
Blaine appeared before the house foreign re- 
lation committee, “After being sworn, he 
said in reply - to Squestions, that he knows 
Shipherd, bad read his testimony and had en- 
deavored to anderstand it. Mr. Blaine then 
stated in substance that he never saw or knew 


" 


Shipherd was introduced to him, (Blaine) by 
Senator” Blair. “Until then he had never 
seen the man, of heard of him until the 25th 
of July. Mm Blaine , then. explained 
the method ‘@f. disposing’ of papers in the 
state departnient ‘which would account for 
his previous statementyand added: 
WASTE-BASKEBLITERATURE. 

Such trashy matteps as Shipherd’s letters 
would never be called to the attention of the 
head of the great department, as they were 
scarcely fit for the waste-basket. Mr. Blaine 
said he had no knowledge how the missing 
papers left the state department files} also 
that his first interview with Shipherd on rhe 
25 lasted only about fifteen minutes jnstea 
of several hours as Siipherd testi fg. Mr. 
Blaine was then called away on .mportant 
businessand the interview was postponed until 
the next morning. Mr. Blaine nextsaw Ship- 
herd on Octuber 13. Mr. Blaine then produced 
what he stated was the entire correspondence 
between himself and Hurlbut during his ad- 
ministration at Lima. “Mr. Shipherd came 
to me and stated that be was the representa- 
tive Of a very important claim called the 
Cochet claim. I had'never heard of it, and 
asked hini how he spelled it. He told me 
that Senator Blair was one of his counsel, and 
also added, the names of ex-Senator Conkling, 
Hon. Scott Lord, ex-Senator Cragin and others. 
I thought it a very strange array of counsel. 

THE FIGURATIVE KICK. 

He named about a dozen prominent finan- 
ciers and bankers, including the Seligmans, 
August Beitmont, Morton, Bliss & Co., and 
others. “I mention these factsen passant, be- 
cause I have been, criticized for not kicking 
Shipherd out of the department the first 
morning he called, but when he comes intro- 
duced by United States senators, with three 
ex-senators and an ex-secretary. of the treasu- 
ry as counsel, and an array of backers such 
as he mentioned, it would hardly. be the cus- 
tom of the department to kick him out on 
sight. This explains why I did not do what 
I virtually did later, and for not doing which I 
have been severely criticized.’’ Mr. Blaine then 
related some point of his conversation with 
Shipherd, in*which he (Shipherd) read what 
he claimed to be the opinion of ex-Secretary 
Evarts to the effect that Cochet could claim 
one-third of the guano. Mr. Blaine said, 
with much emphasis: ‘I would be willing 
to take the most solemn oath that President 
Garfield died without having heard of this 
vile scheme, or ever having heard the name 
of Cochet mentioned.” Mr. Blaine then pro- 
ceeded to read the entire  cor- 
respondence between the department of state 
and Minister Huribut, touching the Cochet 
elaim, all discrediting the value of the Cochet 
claim or the right of 1ts owners to the support 
of this government. Yr. Blaine then staved 
that Trescott had looked into the matter to 
see if there was any claim to property as was 
asserted by Shipberd, upon Evarts’s opinion, 
and had found nothing in it. Senor Elmore, 
the Peruvian minister, in a subsequent con- 
versation fully satisfied me upon the subject. 

SHIPHERD’S PROFFERED BRIBE. 

In regard to Shipherd’s story about offering 
$250,000 in stock as a bribe to minister Hurl- 
but, Mr. Blaine bad written to a gentleman 
named by Shipherd as cognizant of this offer, 
and that it had been discussed, in Blaine’s 
presence, Mr. Blaine himself taking part in 
the discussion. In reply Senator Blair writes 
that he never heard Shipherd make any such 
statement, and he never heard of the offer 
until he read it inthe published reports of the 
proceedings of this committee. 

SENATOR M PHERSON REPUDIATES IT. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—Julius Chambers, 
the Philadelphia correspondent of the New 
Yorks Herald, was brought before Magistrate 
Tenton to-day on acharge of libelling Senator 
Mci herson, of New Jersey, by publishing 
Mantrop’s statement that the senator owned 
and paid one thousand dollars for a fractional 
share in the Peruvian company. The senator 
appeared and emphatically denied the truth 
of the statement, and Chambers was held in 
$1.000 bond. © The senator said that the New 
York Herald would be sued on the same 
charge in New York city. 

CROWDING HIM WITH EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Blaine then read similar letters of de- 
nial from Ex Secretary Boutwell, Ex-Senator 
Cragin, Ex-Senator Eaton, Seott Lord, and 
William H. Robertson, of New York. Mr. 
Blaine then read his (Blaine’s) correspon- 
dence with Ex-Secretary Evyarts, in whith 
the latter denied that Shipherd had any au- 
thority for quoting him in any way, that he 
had never given any opinion or been 
asked to give any whatever in regard to the 
Cochet claim, that be was absentin Europe 
and.did not know until his return, and then 
only through the public prints, that Shipherd 
had been using his name. “I have not,” said 
Mr. Blaine, *‘the slightest hesitation in saying 
that this man Shipherd should be sent before 
the grand jury. It is a flat, unqualified 
perjury on his part that ought to be properly 
punished. Mr. Blaine read a letter from 
Mr. Elmore, denouncing Shipherd’s descrip- 
tion of his interview with him (E.more) as 
false in every particular, except that he had 
nished him with copies of the financial con- 
vian government. Mr. Elmore says in the 
letier:

Mr. Glad- 
stone explained that 1,400,000 pounds of the 
inerease in the expenditures was due to special 
charges on account of India‘and the Trans- 
vaal war. The actual surplus of the revenue 
over the expenditure for the past year was 
£352,000. The revenue from tea had 
increased in late years, but 
not the revenue from coffee. It is proposed to 
prevent the adulteration of coffee with any 
other substances than chicory. Mr. Gladstone 
attributed the diminution of revenue from al- 
cohol to the increased savings of the people,

THomson, April 22.—In response t a 
call published in the McDuffie Journal 
for a meeting of the_ citizens of 
McDuffie county who are opposed to 
the mannerin which the laws have been 
administered, a number of citizens assembled 
at the court house at 10:30a.m. On motion 
of Colonel M. C. Felton Dr. W. A. Dunn was 
elected chairman, and Walter S. Curtis re- 
quested to act as secretary of the meeting. 
G. A. Reese and others siated the object of 
the meeting. Mr. William Printup said that 
he had been requested by Judge Snead to 
state to the meeting that he was powerless to 
prevent the settlement of the case of the 
state against T. E. Watson, if the solicitor 
general wished it settled. On motion of 
Captain T. A. Hamilton, a committee was 
appointed by the chair, consisting of the fol- 
lowing gentlemen: Colonel M. C. Fulton, 
Dr. E. E. Hayes, B. A. Willingham, William 
Printup,C. H. Ellington, J. R. Wilson and G. 
A. Reese to draft resolutions for the meeting. 

The committee reported the following pre- 
amble and resolutions, which were unani- 
mously adopted: 

Whereas, the citizens of McDuffie county 
having noticed with regret for some time past 
a want of energy and vigor in the adminis- 
tration of law, and believing as we do thata 
loose and partial administration of law is no 
preventive of crime, but begets in the public 
mind a want of confidence in anda distrust 
of those tribunals upon whose integrity and 
efficiency the good of society depends; and 
whereas we are filled with the gravest appre- 
hensions at seeing a systematic effort made by 
a few citizens to control jurors in making 
their decisions, of which practice a non- 
resident attorney also has but just recently 
been guilty, and whereas it is only by the ex- 
pression of stern public opinion that relief 
may come; be it therefore resolved 

1, That the public good demands that the 
laws be rigidly enforced with even justice to 
all, without regard-to persons or callings. 

2. Resolved, That the administration of 
law by the superior court has been weak and 
inefiicient, and in a manner by fayoriteism to 

persons or their attorgeys. — 

3. Resolved, That the ignoring or hushing 
up of cases brought to the notice of the court 
by special presentment of the grand jury has 
been done without authority of law, and is an 
encouragement to crime, destructive of the 
rights of the community as expressed through 
the grand jury, and should be severely con- 
demned 

4. Resolved That we condemn in unmeas- 
ured terms the efforts sometimes made to 
control or unduly influence the decisions of 
grand and speclial juries, and we hereby 
earnestly call upon the jury commissioners to 
use the greatest care in theselection of jurors. 

5. Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions with the proceedings of this meeting 
be furnished the McDuffie Journal, Chronicle 
and Constitationalist, and Tue ATLANTA 
CoNSTITUTION, with a request that they be 
published. 

On motion ef Captain R. A. Hamilton the 
meeting adjourned.

So, often, 
God’s child is now called under the storm and 
through the floods of trouble or trial, but all 
these have the one mission of fitting him for 
God's service, and for endearing his holy will. 

Again, conscious rectitude only can grasp 
the word of God in such an hour—illustrated 
by Jonah’s experience, hiding as he did in 
the keel of the ship when the storm raged, 
because conscious of guilt. How different 
with Danie! and Paul, who were conscious of 
rectitude. ‘“‘The angel of God whose I am; 
and whom I serve,’’ gave Paul his courage. 
The reason why we can’t stand often like men 
ought to Hand is because we are conscioug 
that we are ntright; but walking by God's 
command, there is nothing to fear. 

Again, he should save all them that sailed 
with him. The man who belongs*to God and 
serves God,isthe man who will lift those 
about him above their errors toward the truth, 
toward God. But ina higher sense, I wish 
the world would come to know their obliga- 
tions to the presence of the godly.

There was nota sen- 
tence in the Greek Testament that he could 
not immediately translate into the Telugoo 
language, as the latter was so closely allied 
to the former in its geniusand spirit. The 
most momentous problem ever presented to 
southern Baptists, who are 17.000 stronger 
than all the rest of the Baptist world com- 
bined, was that of a faithful translation of 
God’s word—not a transfer of words buta 
translation—a translation as rendered by Carey 
and Judson. From recent developments in 
connection with the American Bible society, 
it has come to pass that Baptists have again to 
stand alone in the work of faithful transla- 
tion of God’s word. 

In eloquent language he described the great 
meeting held in Calvary church, New York, 
when many of the representative men of the 
denomination gave their views before an im- 
mense audience on the damage done to the 
native readers of certain translations of Scrip- 
ture; when these readers themselves see the 
incongruity between these translations and 
the original Scriptures with which many of 
them are familiar.

Dr. PowE.’s talk on insanity in Georgia 
presents some striking points. There are in 
all 936 patients in the state asylum, of which 
923 are colored. Among the latter, Dr. Pow- 
ell says, insanity is increasing with amazing 
rapidity. The illustrations which the learned 
superintendent uses are familiar enough to 
those who come much in con- 
tact with the negro. Before the war 
idiocy was the only form of mental aliena- 
tion to be found among them. Now drink- 
ing, grief and loss of property takes hundreds 
to the asylum when none went before. There 
is astrikfng lesson in these facts for such as 
choose to read between thelines. Of insanity 
in general in [Georgia Dr. Powell says the 
rate is one to the thousand or fifteen hun- 
dred. This rate is lower than that of the ay- 
erage, which is one to eight hundred; while 
in some states, especially in New England, 
the rate was as high as one in five hundred. 
Undoubtedly the simple, natural lives led by 
the majority of our people preserves their 
mental a8 well as their physical health. 


THE STATE’S FINANCES. 

The quarterly report of the state’s finances 
will be found in our advertising columns. 
There was on the Ist of January a balance of 
$1,481,125.43, apparently an amount in excess 
of receipts. The comptroller general ex- 
plains, however, thatit is merely the un- 
drawn balance of amounts appropriated by 
the general assembly for various purposes. 
When the amount of these appropriations is 
placed side by side with the balance, the sur- 
plus becomes.a deficit, but this. apparent de- 
ficit in the state’s income to meet her obliga- 
tions will disappear when_ the. collection of 
taxes and the amounts due from all sources— 
from convict hire and the rental of the West- 
ern and Atlantic tailroad are paid into the 
treasury. There will then be an ample sum 
to meet all the obligations of the state. 

On the whole, it is difficult to see how, un- 
der the present condition of affairs, the finan- 


cial condition of the state could bé improved.

With spring chickens selling at one dollar 
apiece in our restaurants—with butter bring- 
ing forty cents a pound—with eggs at twenty 
cents a dozen—beef at eighteen cents a pound 
—veyetables, berries and fruit in good demand 
at good figures—with these prices ranging in 
the markets and good land at nominal rent in 
the suburbs, there isno excuse for vagrancy 
in Atlanta. 

There is not an able-bodied man in this city, 
white or black, whocannot make a good living, 
and more than a living, by raising fruit, poultry 
and vegetables forthe city trade. Almost any 
sort of farm can be had at almost any price, 
on almost any terms, and warranted to pro- 
duce almost anything that grows. It will re 
quire hard work and close living to make it 
pay—but no work is as hard as idleness, and 
no living is as close as that which comes by 
charity or pilfering. In the meantime we go 
on importing our chickens from Tennessee, 
our butter from New York, our beef from the 
west, our berries from Thomasville, and our 
vegetables from Florida. 


AN ANTIDOTE TO INDEPENDENTISM. 

Everything connected with the trials befere 
the United States court in Charleston goes to 
show that the prosecutions have been under- 
taken not for the purpose of purifying the 
ballot box, but for the sake of the political 
capital to be squeezed out of such convictien 
as may be secured by hook or by crook. The 
proceedings are worse than a farce; they area 
disgrace to the government, and to an admin- 
istration which so easily lends itself to the 
purposes of partisanship. The authorities of 
the government not only packed the juries, but 
have proffered testimony which they must 
have known to be false. Well authenticated 
cases of republican violations of law have 
been overlooked in order to raise the hue and 
cry necessary.to justify a foolish attempt on 
the part of a powerless republican majority 
in the house to unseat a number of democrat- 
ic representatives. In order to carry out this 
programme, which has nothing whatever to 
commend it save the vicious spirit which ded- 
icates all things to the success and glory of 
partisanship. These cases have been tried. 
| We have already followed these cases to 
their turning point. There was nothing for 
them to stand upon in the first place, and 
but for the packed juries(one of which was 
sofar advanced in its training under Bully 

‘tom Brewster's tools that it succeeded in 
bulldozing at least two jurors) there would 
have been not the semblance of a conviction 
on any count, forthere was no evidence worth 
considering. In some of the later cases the 
defendants pleaded guilty, putting their pleas 
in such shape that no sentence could follow, 
but it is evident they would have gone to 
trial but for their knowledge of the fact that 
the juries before which they were to be tried 
had been packed by the government officers, 
The judge said that all the government 
wanted was the vindication of the law, but 
why it should want the law vindicated 
in South Carolina rather than _ in 
the District of Columbia, where’ the 
star-route thieves have their headquarters, 
isa mystery to those who have failed to 
fathom the purpose of the administration 
chosen by Guiteau to renew the strife of sec- 
tionalism which in the absence of principles, 
has served the republican party for fifteen 
years. 

In the case of Joseph Bates—and this case 
is typical, so far as witnesses are concerned—

THE INSANE ASYLUM, 


An Interesting Interview With Dr. Powell, the 
Superintendent. 

Dr. Powell, superintendent of the state 
insane asylum, was in the city yesterday. A 
CONSTITUTION reporter met him in the arcade 
of the Markham house and asked him how 
the work on the new buildings was progress- 
ing. He replied: : 

“We aré getting along in a most satisfactory 
way. The foundations. are laid and we are 
making the brick with which to build the 
walls.”’ 

‘‘How many new buildings will there be?” 

“We are building a hall for colored patients, 
two convalescent wards and an amusement 
hall. The hall for colored people will have 
four hundred rooms and will accommodate 
four hundred patients. The convalescent 
wards will have a capacity of one hundred 
each. Wewillalso have a hospiial-with a 
capacity of fifty. These buildings we hope 
to have completed this year.” 

“How is tlre work being done?” 

“The building for colored people is being 
built under. contract by. McGinley & Eaves. 
Ituis to be three stories high and havea din- 
ing room. and all otber.necessary conven- 
jences. The other buildings: we are putting 
arp oursekves,’

‘T an afraid vot enougifor All the work.’” 

‘‘How mony colored patients are there?” 

“Two hundred and twenty-three. There 
are nine hundred and thirty-six "patients in 
all in the asylum.” 

‘‘Is insanity inereasing in the state?” 

“Yes. In the last few years there has been 
avery great increase, especially among ne- 
groes. It would surprise you to Kuow the in- 
crease in the rate of insanity among colored 
people and to know some of the causes.’ 

‘‘Before the war,’’ continued Dr. Powell, 
,‘we had from the ranks of the colored race 
only idiots to deal with, but with their free- 
dom they have gained the right to go crazy. 
Before the war they bad no cares and having 
never known any better condition had nodth- 
ing to brood over. They were hearty, well 
provided for and generally kept from liqnor. 
Their lives were simple and circumscribed. The 
only thing that they looked forward to was 
Sunday or some big day—things that brought 
them no disappointment. Now they drink a 
great deal and we have much insanity from 
that cause. We have many from grief and 
loss of property. A negro, for instance, sets | 
his heart on buying a mule, gets all his little 
funds together, stints himself and finally 
makes the purchase. The mule is carried

‘‘Do you have any celored patients who 
have grown -insane from disappointment in | 
love affairs?” 

“Oh, yes. We have some, but not many.’’ 

‘What is the most potent cause of insanity 
among whites?’ 

‘The most potent cause of insanity among 
white people is a hereditary predisposition. 
A great many are caught on the breakers of 
drunkenness, while others become insane on 
account of failure of business, loss of proper- 
ty, grief, etc.”’ 

‘‘Are many cures effected ?” 

“It depends entirely almost on the case, 
In cases that are brought to us within three 
months after the first symptoms, there is not’ 
much trouble in effecting a cure, and in froni 
sixty to sixty-five per cent of these cases the 
patient recovers within a year. But where 
the patient has been insane for from twelve 
to eighteen months the chances of recovery 
are greatly lessened and the per cent is re- 
duced to twenty or thirty. Where the case 
is two, four or five — old the disorder be- 
comes confirmed and the per cent of recovery 
in such instances is very small. You see, 
therefore, the great. necessity of getting a pa- 
tient into the asylum at the earliest possible 
moment.” 

‘‘What is the cost per year for each pati- 
ent?” 

‘About two hundred dollars. - When they 
are sent in within three mionths after their 
first trouble they can in sjxty or sixty-five 
cases out of a hundred be cured ina year, and 
thus the cost of the case is two hundred dol- 
lars, but where they are not sent in early ihe 
cure is rendered either very difficult or wholly 
impossible, and ‘n such cases the patient first 
and last costs the state two_thousand dollars. 
You see that as a matter of econemy it is bet- 
ter to send them at once, tosa nothing of the

“Whatought to be the first step when a 
pérson becomes insane?’ 

‘The first step is the removal of the cause. 
That is to say the patient should not be 
brought in contact with the things which 
his insanity grew out of. The surroundings 
cannot be removed, so of course the patient 
has to be moved. It is uselessto try to cure a 
man of insanity when he is constantly 
surrounded by the causes which produce the 
aelusions. Taken to the asylum he is taken 
away irom these influences and perhaps meets 
some person who has the same delusion as 
himself, It is a fact that insane people while 
not able to see their own delusions can readi- 
ly see the delusions. of others, and when two 
men with the same delusion meet it is nota 
difficult.matter for one to. think, ‘'This man 
is laboring under a _ delusion—perhaps I 
am also.’’ This is a good step and 
seldum fails to. produce good -results. 
Many a person -has been made~ a con- 
firmed lunatic, because his or her friends 
would insist on traveling With: the ‘patient 
in wag to*sending lim ‘to an asylum 
Before ‘the war’, it was yery’ common to 
place a negro servant with an insane man, 
rarid Gvatch him” all the fime. In that way 
.the patient wh0_ might have been Cutred in 
the first stages of the,disorder became a 
reconfirmed Inpatic.. Now’the people are too 
poor to have these attendants and the pa- 
tients. find their way inte the asylum.” 

“Do you have many vacancies?” 

‘In the chronic wards very few yacancies 
occur.. In the other wards the per.cent is as I 
stated to you. If I go through a ward and 
find a new patient improving in general 
health with a Gorresponding mental improve- 
ment, I write his. friends that he will bg well 
in afew months. Ithink that I am justified 
in creating such a hope. But if, on the con- 
trary, [step intoa ward and find a patient 
getting fleshy, with his —e heath improv- 
ing, but no correspondihg merital improve- 
ment, then I write his or her family that I 
would not be justified in creating a hope of 
the recovery of the patient. and the result in 
nearly every instance justifies me.’’ 

“Do you ever have any suicides?” 

“Not many. We have not had one now in 
seven. years. The patients will not attempt it 
because they do not believe that they can ac- 
complish it. _We have abdut @ hundred 
nurses and keep the patients too closely 
watched for them to destroy themselves. You 
hate or men have no idea how much harm 
you do by publishing details of suicides. Did 
ou ever notice that suicides come in epidem- 
Itis this way: Aman is meditating 
He reads of where some 
other,man has committed suicide, and begins 
to think of it. His morbid condition is seen 
by him. He thinks more and more of 
self-destruction. He feels that he is being 
enveloped as it were in the coils of a terrible 
mental derangement and tries to throw it off. 
The more he tries, the more morbid becomes 
his condition until finally he succumbs and 
dies by his own band. When you publish 
these accounts you do not know how many of 
the men who will read them are ready to go 
down by the strange influence which they 
exert.’’
